Pacification 
Program 
Has Slipped

SAIGON (AP) - For the first 


time since the enemy Tet offen- 
sive of 1968, Saigon's control of 
the South Vietnamese coun- 
tryside has slipped and U.S. ex- 
perts attribute this largely to 
efforts to get President Nguyen 
Van Thieu re-elected. 


Statistics released Thursday 


show a nationwide three-tenths 
of one per cent reduction in 
government control of the popu- 
lation, with a corresponding in- 
crease of one-tenth of one per 
cent in persons living in con- 
tested areas and one-tenth of a 
per cent in persons living in 
hamlets under Viet Cong con- 
trol. The other tenth of a per 
cent was not evaluated. 


While some 
sources 
dis- 


counted the slippage as not 
great enough to be significant, 
a senior official of the U.S. 
pacification advisory program 
termed it "disturbing" because 
it reversed the government's 
steady upward trend of the last 
three years. 


At the same time, American 


analysts said the preoccupation 
of South Vietnamese officials 
with getting Thieu re-elected 
Oct. 
3 had pushed aside most 


other priorities and plunged the 
pacification effort into a three- 
month state, of "virtual paral- 
ysis." Thieu*is unopposed is the 
election, but he has said he will 
step down if he gets less than 
50 per cent of the vote. 


While enemy political activity 


is considered to be a factor in 
the deterioration, the election is 
said by many Americans in the 
U.S. pacification advisory unit 
to be much more important. 


"Nobody at the province level 


or below seems to give a damn 
about anything except making 
sure Thieu makes a good show- 
ing," said one U.S. expert. 


"They are putting all their ef- 


forts into that. Their jobs de- 
pend on it. Meanwhile, pacifica- 
tion is going to hell." 


Another American said the 


security situation had deterio- 
rated to the point where, in his 
view, nothing was moving for- 
ward in South Vietnam "except 
the Viet Cong." 
Negro Lawyer 
Shot to Death 
at Little Rock 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Ed- 


ward V. Trimble, 51, a promi- 
nent Uttle Rock Negro lawyer, 
was shot to death Wednesday 
night at his home. 


Police said Trimble was shot 


once in the chest with a small- 
caliber weapon. 


Lt. Walter Simpson of the Lit- 


tle Rock police said that Trim- 
ble was still alive when officers 
arrived at the scene of the 
shooting, but he would not say 
who shot him. An investigation 
was continuing. 


Trimble was a prominent de- 


fender of blacks accused in 
criminal cases. He was the at- 
torney for a number of black in- 
mates on death row at the state 
penitentiary. 


One of his most publicized 


cases was that of Luther Bail- 
ey, a Negro accused of raping 
a white woman in Little Rock 
in 1956. Bailey spent more than 
10 years on death row — long- 
er than any other person. Bail- 
ey died in prison of natural 
causes in 1967.

Medina Wins Queen of Nevada Fair 2-China Plan 
Acquittal, 
Not Bitter

Lai on March 16, 1968, was ac- 
quitted Wednesday of murder, 
involuntary manslaughter and 
assault after a 
court-martial 


jury of five Vietnam veterans 
deliberated an hour. 


His acquittal left Lt. William 


L. Galley Jr., one of Medinas 
platoon leaders, the only Amer- 
ican soldier convicted of atro- 
cities at My Lai.

William D. Proctor, the jury 
president.

American officials are as per- 
plexed as anyone about the 
mysterious events in Red China 
but they tend to believe that 
not even the death of Mao Tse- 
tung would bring about the can- 
cellation of Richard Nixon's 
trip to Peking. 


Chinese Communist Premier 


Chou En-lai has invited Nixon 
to visit the Chinese 
capital 


sometime before next May. It 
is believed here that the in- 
vitation was the result of a 
carefully thought out, and un- 
doubtedly thoroughly debated,

Party central committee. 


It appears unlikely the new 


and important line of seeking a

Henderson 
Jury Has a 
Few Days Off 
FT. MEADE, Md. (AP) — 


The jurors trying Col. Oran K. 
Henderson on charges of at- 
tempting to cover up the mas- 
sacre of civilians at My Lai 
have the rest of the week off, 
but Henderson will be in court 
today for a hearing about a 
wayward document. 


The special hearing is to de- 


termine the adequacy of the 
government's search for a re- 
port about My Lai made by Lt. 
Col. Frank A. Barker soon aft- 
er an infantry sweep through 
the South Vietnamese hamlet 
March 16, 1968. 


Henderson's lawyers contend 


that then Maj. Gen. Samuel W. 
Koster, the Americal Division 
commander, ordered a formal 
investigation 
into allegations 


that civilians were tailed at My 
Lai and that Henderson in turn 
directed Barker to conduct the 
probe. 


Two witnesses have said they 


saw what may have been Bark- 
er's report, including the state- 
ments of 15 to 20 witnesses.

13 Combat

SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 


Command 
announced 
today 


that 13 American servicemen 
were killed in action in Viet- 
nam last week, marking the 
10th 
consecutive 
week 
that 


combat deaths fell below 20. 


The figure was one less than 


U.S. deaths two weeks ago and 


' reflected the continuing Ameri- 


can disengagement and a rela- 
tive lull in ground fighting. 


The command also reported 


111 U.S. troops were wounded 
in action last week, more than 
double the 49 listed as wounded 
the previous week. Many of 
these were attributed to booby 
traps. 


The command's weekly casu- 


alty summary also showed 12 
U.S. deaths from accidents and 
illness last week, the same 
number of deaths in the non 
hostile category for the pre- 
vious week. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters reported 397 government 
troops were killed and 755 were 
wounded last week, an in- 
crease over the 264 killed and 
508 wounded of two weeks ago. 


The allied commands report- 


ed, 1,527 North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong troops were killed 
last week. This compared with 
1,085 
enemy troops reported 


killed by the allies the week be- 
fore.

mittee—but in sharply revised 
form that gives business less 
and 
individuals more short- 


range tax relief. 


By rough preliminary esti- 


mates, 
the 
Democratic-con- 


trolled committee's 
decisions 


would mean about $4.9 billion 
less in tax breaks over a three- 
year span for business and 
about $3.4 billion more for indi- 
viduals than Nixon recommend- 
ed. In the long run, the busi- 
ness relief could increase some- 
what. 


There is at least a little in- 


come tax relief for all individ- 
uals in the package approved 
by the committee Wednesday 
and scheduled to be voted on 
by the House about Oct. 6 It 
would begin showing up in the 
returns due next April. 


Much more relief proportio- 


nately would go to low-income 
taxpayers, those at poverty lev- 
els or close to them. 


For business, the package in- 


cludes an investment credit al- 
lowing 7 per cent of the cost of 
equipment to be charged off 
against taxes and special help 
for exporters. But the com- 
mittee would take back part of 
the 
gains 
for 
business 
by 


trimming the special deprecia- 
tion advantages the Treasury 
already had put in effect with- 
out new legislation. 


The 7 per cent excise tax on 


automobiles and 10 per cent ex- 
cise tax on light trucks also 
would be repealed under the 
bill. 


Major provisions affecting in- 


dividudals: 


—The personal exemption for 


this year would be increased 
from $650 to $675. Instead of in- 
creasing to $700 next year, it 
would go to $750. 


—Increased tax benefits for 


low income persons would be- 
gin this year and by 1972 would 
help some 25 million return-fi- 
lers, relieving an estimated 1.9 
million completely of income 
tax. 


—Next year, a single individ- 


ual would have to have $2,050 
income before owing any tax, a 
couple $2,800, a family of four 
$4,300. 


—The estimated poverty lev- 


els for these categories are $2,- 
170, $2,810 and $4,290.

nouncing the strikes, initially 
said they were directed against

ing the Ho Chi Minn trail sup- 
ply network in Laos. 


The U.S. Command acknowl- 


edged today, in a second com- 
munique, 
that 
the 
200 air 


strikes in an area running 35 
miles north from the demilita- 
rized zone included attacks on 
fuel storage depots. 
Official 


sources outside the command 
said they were the primary tar- 
gets and today's communique, 
reporting damage assessment, 
dealt mainly with the fuel stor- 
age depots rather than the an- 
tiaircraft defenses. 


The sources said that the na- 


ture of the strikes meant that 
they had to be ordered by the 
highest authority, meaning the 
President. 


The sources said the attacks 


did not represent an expansion 
of the "protective 
reaction" 


policy in that three previous 
major strike* since May 1, 
1970, were similar. The official 
reason given for the previous 
strikes was that they were pri- 
marily against antiaircraft de- 
fenses, although the bombers 
attacked scores of other targets 
including supply depots 
and

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - Sen- 


ate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield of Montana said to- 
day he will renew Monday his 
effort to have Congress set a 
deadline for U.S. military with- 
drawal from Indochina. 


Mansfield said

will in- 


troduce an 
amendment 
that 


would declare as U.S. policy a 
withdrawal within six months, 
provided prisoners of war are 
released. 


The Senate approved a sim- 


ilar amendment to the draft ex- 
tension bill, calling for with- 
drawal within nine months. But 
that was stricken from the bill 
when House and Senate confer- 
ees negotiated a compromise 
draft measure. 


This time, Mansfield is making 


the proposal as an amendment to 
the 
$21-billion 
military 


procurement bill. 


The Senate's Pentagon crit- 


ics, meantime, have decided on 
a limited challenge to the bill. 
Thus, barring a long fight over 
Mansfield's 
proposed 
amend- 


ment, debate should be consid- 
erably shorter than in previous 
years. 


If that should be the case, 


prospects for a November ad- 
journment of Congress would 
be improved.

math," Gibson said. "I wish it 
was Namath. He's got bad 
knees and he likes broads. Fer- 
guson doesn't have bad knees 
and he's dedicated to football."

chael Speegle, both 22, start 
their tour in New York Thurs- 
day. 


They were in Hampton Tues- 


day after a briefing by officials 
at the Army Recruiting Com- 
mand, but they are adamant on 
one point—they may be the 
Army's 
motorcycle mis- 


sionaries, 
but they are not 


motorized recruiters. 


"I told them that if they 


won't let me say exactly what I 
want to say then I don't want 
to go on the trip," Reitmeyer 
said, 
explaining 
he 
doesn't 


want 
the 
young people 
he 


meets to associate him with re- 
cruiting. 


"I'm a civilian at heart and I 


want to approach these kids on 
that level," he said. 


Reitmeyer's view of the 


Army changed 
drastically a 


month after he enlisted. That 
was last year when the modern 
volunteer army program was 
initiated. 


Conditions in the service 
changed so radically, he said, 
he changed his mind about go- 
ing AWOL and decided

Dear Dr. Lamb — Should 


middle-aged and elderly peo- 
ple drink milk every day? 
If so, how much? Should or 
should they not have calci- 
um? 
How about drinking 


ground egg shells for cal- 
cium? Is that safe or health- 
ful? It seems to me that eat- 
ing should be a relaxed and 
pleasurable thing and not 
something to worry about. 


Dear Reader —The most 


frequent 
deficiency in re- 


stricted diets is calcium. The 
incidence of bone degenera- 
tion with age is markedly in- 
creased in people on diets 
poor 
in calcium. Yes, I 


strongly 
support 
drinking 


low-fat milk (preferably the 
one per cent fat variety but 
if not available use two per 
cent) or fortified skim milk 
and using other low-fat dairy 
products that provide cal- 
cium. 


An excellent product is un- 


creamed cottage cheese and 
for cooking purposes nonfat 
dry milk powder l l ' i i cup of 
powder makes one quart of 
milk). You should try to get 
as much calcium each day 
as found in one quart of milk, 
either by drinking milk or 
using milk products in your 
cooking 
or 
by 
using 
un- 


creamed cottage cheese (a 
pound is equivalent to one 
pint of milk of calcium con- 
tent i. A seven-ounce can of 
[link salmon contains about

Proper Pasture 
Management 
Helps Clover 


Proper pasture management 


plus favorable weather will help 
in obtaining volunteer stands of 
white clover and winter annuals 
on cool and warm-season per- 
manent pastures. 


Winter annuals, such 
as 


ryegrass, Singletary peas, vetch, 
and crimson, Ball, and arrowleaf 
clover, will come back from 
volunteer stands providing they 
were permitted to seed earlier in 
the year and not smothered out 
during fall germination. 


To permit reseeding, says 


Calvin J. Caldwell, county Ex- 
tension agent, livestock should 
have been removed from the 
fields or grazing pressure 
reduced last spring as the winter 
annuals were beginning to make 
seed heads. In most years, white 
clover will produce enough 
viable seed to help thicken the 
stand in the fall under favorable 
conditions. 


Where winter annuals and 


white clover are in a permanent 
sod, any excess growth that 
might smother the seedlings 
should be removed in late Sep- 
tember by grazing or mowing. 
Be sure to also add phosphate 
and potash according to soil test 
in the fall. This is especially 
important for legumes. 


Volunteer stands in permanent 


sods will furnish very little, if 
any, grazing in the fall unless 
early moisture conditions are 
favorable. 
Since 
manure 


droppings need to be scattered at 
least once or twice a year, it may 
be a good time to do this in 
September on a closely grazed 
sod. This will also help work 
some of the seed into the soil to 
provide improved germination 
and better seedling survival. 


Winter annuals or white clover 


may also be introduced into 
permanent sods by overseeding 
in late September and early 
October. Here again, any excess 
growth must be removed by 
grazing or mowing before 
seeding. It is also important to 
scarify the soil to provide better 
seed contact with the soil. 


Small grain seeded on warm- 


season permanent sod may be 
disked into the soil to a depth of 
approximately 2 inches. Setting 
the disk at a slight angle will help 
prevent excess damage to the 
sod. Lime, phosphate, and - or 
potash should be applied ac- 
cording to soil needs.

this court to advise you that the 
court in closed session and 
upon secret ballot has found 
you not guilty of all specifica- 
tions and charges," Proctor 
told Medina, who stood at at- 
tention. 


The trim, black-haired Me- 


dina appeared stunned by the 
verdict. He saluted again and 
then looked toward his sobbing 
wife Barbara, who had sat on 
the front row each day since 
the trial began Aug. 15. 


"I am extremely 
happy," 


Medina said later, his usually 
expressionless face broken by a 
wide grin. "I have always had 
complete faith in the military 
and the military justice system. 
I always felt I'd be found in- 
nocent." 


Medina, who joined the Na- 


tional Guard when he was 15 
and has been an officer for sev- 
en years, said he still plans to 
resign from the army. 


Asked if he felt any bitter- 


ness toward the Army, he re- 
plied, "None whatsoever." 


During the trial, Medina tes- 


tified in his own behalf and 
maintained that he was not a- 
ware of atrocities at the time of 
the massacre. 


"Reflecting back now, I know 


I lost control because there 
were noncombatants killed by 
my company," he testified. "If 
I had been aware of it that day, 
I would have stopped it." 


The jury also said it was con- 


vinced Medina was not aware 
of civilian deaths. 


Col. Robert E. Nelson, one of 


the jurors, said the verdict does 
not signify that the jury be- 
lieves no war crimes ware com- 
mitted at My Lai. 


"I am certain war crimes 


were committed," he said. "In 
the case of Capt. Medina, the 
jury was convinced he did not 
commit war crimes." 


Nelson, 40, of Eatonton, Ga., 


said he personally was con- 
vinced that Medina had no 
knowledge of the activities of 
Calley and the other soldiers at 
My Lai. 


"We all began this trial with 


the assumption that Capt. Me- 
dina was innocent. We were 
waiting for the government to 
convince us otherwise. It did 
not do so. 


Proctor, 47, of Atlanta, issued 


a written statement to news- 
men in which he said the jury- 
had conscientiously striven to 
seek out the truth. "We feel 
that justice has been done. We 
the jury have done our job to 
the best of our ability." 


The other jurors were Lt. 


Col. Bobby G. Berryhill, 39, of 
Cochran, Ga.: Maj. Dudley J. 
Budrich, 37, of Chicago and Lt. 
Col. Clarence Cooke, 44 of En- 
terprise, Ala.
